Data concerning the local 
pbuilding situation is on file in 
Washington, Admiral Peoples 
said, and when federal funcs are 
available definite arrangements 
will be made for the structure 
here. 

His letter indicates that ev- 
erything possible has been done 
here to bring about construction 
of the post office. The chamber 
directors and the city council re- 
cently went on record favoring 
construction of a new - federal 
building. 

Question of where the struc- 
ture will be located is one that 
will not be settled until funds 
for buiding are available, Mr. 
Brady predicted.
